It was a strong, 
appeal to the ‘best thing’’ in every 
man’s nature. Ignorance, vice, low 
habits, low scenes were ignored more 
completely than if he had been preach- 
ing in Trinity Church. Had he been 
administering the sacrament to a few 
chosen saints he could hardly have 
struck a higher key. 

His discourse was as lofty as his own 
high soul. He pleaded for the beauty 
of holiness. He besought us to con- 
He com- 
manded us in the name of Christ,whose 
minister he was, tu be noble, to be true, 
to be clean, to be strong, to be brave. 

When he had nearly finished that ser- 
mon—ence, and only once in its whole 
course, did he make allusion to the es- 
pecial vice whose dark growth we were 
banded together to uproot. Then he 
drew himself up to his own colossal 
height, and moved by his own warm, 
thrilling picture of what the highest 
life should be, he hesitated, drew breath 
and paused; then with the sternness of 
an archangel and the tenderness of a 
pitiful, loving man, he seemed to dash 
himself upon the subject from which 
he shrank. In one word, and in one 
more, he said it all. 

‘And yet, in sight of glorious life like 
this, and in the face of hopeg like these, 
there are men who will stoop to low 
sin—and drunkenness!’ 

Nothing can reproduce the holy scorn 
with which he brought out that one 
word. That was all. Not another 
syllable upon the liquor habit went into 
that temperance sermon. It was 
enough. Men hung their heads and 
women hid their faces befere it. It

Elizabeth Stuart Phelps’ story of 
Phillips Brooks. 


In an article in the Independent, Eliz- 
abeth Stuart Phelps tells a story of 
Phillips Brooks, which well illustrates 
the character of the man: : 


‘‘There were a group of poor people 
down by the Massachusetts coast, who 
needed the richest thing that could be 
procured for them. They were a little 
knot of men and women, plain, ob- 
scure, and unpopular besides; for they 
were organized to fight rum-sellers and 
to save rum-drinkers; in brief, they 
constituted what was called in the day 
of it, a Temperance Reform Club. 

In it devout, decorous citizens stood 
hand to hand with tempted and fallen 
drunkards. We battled for one ‘‘re- 
formed man” as if he had been what 
the people of the coast call ‘town folks” 
—and we saved him if we could. It 
was hard work. Like all such work, it 
needed friends. In short, it needed 
the ‘‘best thing in the world’’—and it 
fell into my determination that these 
poor folk should have 1t. 

I wrote him, not too urgently, for 
when it was in black and white, the re- 
quest seemed preposterous. I put the 
situation as it was without emphasis, 
and left it to him.” 

She tells of his compliance with the 
request, and then says: 

“T have heard him many times—as 
we all have who could. I never heard 
him preach as he did on that first even- 
ing among our fishing people.

Mr. Cleveland has authorized the 
statement, that four of his Cabinet min- 
isters have been definitely selected. 
They are W. Q. Gresham of Illinois, 
Secretary of State; J. G. Carlisle of 
Kentucky, Secretary of the Treasury; 
D. 8. Lamont of. New York, Secretary 
of War; W. S. Bissell of New York, 
Postmaster-General. 


The Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives have decided not to abolish 
the Governor’s Council, as recommend- 
ed by Gov. Russell at his inauguration. 
The light comedy at the State House 
will therefore go on for at least an- 
other year. 


Secretary of State Foster has ap- 
proved the course ef Minister Stevens 
at Honolulu, who raised the American 
flag over the public buildings and as- 
sumed the protection of the provisional 
Hawaiian government. <A treaty for 
annexation of the islands to the United 
States has been negotiated with the 
commissioners now at ‘Washington, 
and this will doubtless be ratified in 
due time by both parties. Hawaii will 
then become a territory. 


The mortality in the present Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts has been some- 
thing extraordinary. Already in six 
weeks three members have died. 


Last Sunday was the 84th anni¥er- 
sary of the birth of Abraham Lincoln. 
Saturday was celebrated in many places. 
If Massachusetts wants a substitute for 
Fast Day, why not adopt this date? 

Alas, poor Lesseps! Both father and 
son have been found guilty by the 
French Court, of frauds in connection 
with the Panama canal, and have been 
sentenced to five years in prison. As 
Lesseps pere is about the age of Mr. 
Gladstone—that is, past 80—he is not 
likely to survive his sentence if its ex- 
ecution should be insisted on. . The 
people of France are so incensed at the 
ring-leaders in this predigious cheat 
that executive clemency is not prob- 
able at present, ifever. The residents 
on Rue Panama in Paris have voiced 
this indignation by petitioning for a 
change in the name of their street! M. 
Lesseps has had a wonderful career, 
and it is a thousand pities to see his 
gray hairs go down in sorrow to a penal 
cell, if not to his grave. For the other 
miscreants 1n this affair, including the 
younger Lesseps, we have not an atom 
of sympathy. 

There seems little reason to doubt 
that the Secretary of State in Prest. 
Cleveland’s Cabinet is te be Judge 
Walter Q. Gresham. He was formerly 
a Republican, served in a Cabinet posi- 
tion, was appointed a Circuit Judge by 
a Republican President, and has twice 
been a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for the Presidency. But 
last year he deserted Harrison and es- 
peused the cause of Cleveland. We 
don’t believe he ought to be promoted 
to the head of the column quite so 
quickly, by his new-found friends; and 
that seems to be the general opinion 
among the most eminent Democrats of 
the country. But Mr. Cleveland has a 
will of his own, and if he has decided 
to give this important portfolio to 
Gresham, his party associates may as 
well make up their minds to swallow 
the dose with as good grace as possible. 


The rueful prognostication that that 
relic of feminine barbarism, the crino- 
line, was about to come again into 
vogue, has been given its quietus for 
the present year at least. The Prin- 
cess of Wales condemned it, and all 
mankind will offer her a silent vote of 
thanks for this timely and judicious 
act.

The 
Columbian Exposition may be a source 
of death rather than of exultation. 


The Old Man Eloquent. 


lt was an impressive scene in the 
British House of, Commons, last. Mon- 
day afternoon, when the Rt. Hon. W. 
E. Gladstone made his great speech in 
advocacy of Home Rule for Ireland. 
He, had been preparing for this effort 
during mouths past, and public expec- 
tation was on tiptoe. With a vigor 
and piquancy Worthy of a man in mid- 
dle life, the phenomenal statesman pre- 
sented his new bill and his arguments 
in its behalf, while his political sup- 
porters of the three kingdoms cheered 
and cheered again. Whether success- 
ful or not, Mr. Gladstone’s prolonged 
and self-denying labors for the auton- 
omy of Ireland have placed him perma- 
nently in the front rank of the world’s 
greatest benefactors—with those who 
have pleaded and striven for the rights 
of man, regardless of race and creed 
distinctions. Providence has appar- 
ently befriended him and given him 
strength thus far for his undertaking. 
We believe the cause will ultimately 
triunfph, whether Mr. Gladstone shall 
live to see it or not. Prejudice dies 
hard, but it is doomed. 


The retirement of Mr. Hardy from 
the selectmen candidacy leaves some 
doubt as to the nominee, not to be dis- 
pelled till the caucuses Wednesday and 
Friday nights of next week. There are 
several ‘‘talked ofs’’ and, may be sev- 
eral more before the caucuses. 


The republican caucus 1s once more 
inaugurated, much against the judg- 
ment of many of the best members of 
that party in town.” The citizens’ cau- 
cus has survived several different at- 
tempts to bring party politics into town 
affairs and its nominees have almost 
invariably been successful at the polls. 
Local politics should be the last place 
for party lines, and it is to be hoped 
that the caucus of the citizens next Fri- 
day night may be so largely attended 
as to show the instigators of the repub- 
lican call, that-a democrat is just as 
loyal a citizen as his republican or pro- 
hibitionist brother, and just as deeply 
interested in town affairs.

The 
loose way of doing so much of our town 
business in preliminaries and in town 
meeting cannot be too seriously dep- 
recated, and must be due wholly to the 
lack ef appreciation of the importance 
of the question on the part of the 
voters.

She 
will be greatly missed by the inmates 
and is a great loss to the town. 

Mr. Milo H. Eould has been Superin- 
tendent since Mr, Allen’s death, a little 
over a year ago, and has proved the right 
man in the right place. The farm ac- 
counts for the past year reached its 
highest total, Mr. Gould having turned 
in to the town over $1000 as the earnings 
of the farm. Both places will be hard to 
fillin as high a standard has been set 
for new officers to follow.

“Some Reforms.” 


Mr. Editor: 

I observed in a recent issue of your pa- 
per an item on Some Reforms, one of 
which was ‘reduce the school committee 
to three and pay them,.’’ New, Mr. Edi- 
tor, 1am unwilling to believe this town 
will take a backward step in educational 
matters’ We had acommittee of three 
for a long period and I think we found 
that manner of supervision inefficient 
and decidedly behind the times. We did 
not always get the best men for the posi- 
tion, and the efforts of the three were 
always localized and confined to three 
territorial divisions. The improvement 
in the schools under a large, unpaid com- 
mittee, with a superintendent whose 
oversight covers all the schools has been 
so marked a:.d satisfactory that no true 
friend of the public schools wil) advisedly 
return to the antiquated rule of three. 
Let us rather strive to get the best men 
—and women—elected to the committee. 
There is wisdom in numbers and rather 
than reduce the number of the commit- 
tee let us increase it to twelve or fif- 
teen, selecting them not to honor indi- 
viduals, but to improve the quality of the 
board having the care of this most im- 
portant of all public interests, 

Another ’reform’ you suggest is to 
choose a selectman for one year. This 
strikes me as a reform backwards. As 
now ordered we have a board which is 
sure to be made up of two experienced 
men with one new member if voters so 
decree. Surely this must produce bet- 
ter results than an annual scramble for 
three selectmen every year, with all the 
opportunities which it offers for combi- 
nations and trades and the baleful exer- 
cise of prejudices, jealousies, envyings 
and dislikes. It is not an answer to say 
that one or two of the old board are 
likely to be re-elected each year. Some 
unpopular act’ of a board though really 
wise and beneficial in the long run, may 
be unpopular for the moment and so 
prejudice the public against the board 
that all the members may be dropped at 
the next election. Itis not safe for the 
public interests to have it possible for 
this to happen, for the duties of a select- 
man have become so broad and varied, 
covering so wide arange of municipal 
matters that itis of vital importance to 
have experienced men on the board and 
to make it impossible for the whole num- 
ber to be cast out at once. You would 
hardly entrust an important business to 
untried and ,inexperienced men. But 
your desired ‘reform’ might produce 
that result in any year. And here let 
me urge again the necessity of choosing 
the best men for this important office. I 
am fully persuaded that if the right man 
could be found and persuaded to take 
the office of chairman of the board it 
would be true economy to pay him $1000 
or $1200 per year to devote his whole 
time to the interests of the town; for if 
he were indeed the right man, he could 
by intelligence, diligence and firmness in 
looking after the town’s business, save 
to the taxpayers more than his salary 
every year. 

It is apparent that we are to havea 
tax-rate of $16 or more per $1000 the 
coming year. ‘The ordinary needs of the 
town which may be called its “living ex- 
penses’’ cannot, I fear, be met by any 
lower rate. 

The tendency of all our expenses is up- 
ward. Schools, our largest item, require 
the most and will continue to increase 
with the growth of the town. 

Our pauper account is growing at such 
a pace that I fear we shall not keep it 
below $10,000 the coming year, and we 
have the divine assurance that the poor 
will be with us always. 

Our roads—but this is a dangerous sub- 
ject as wellas a costly one—are not all 
we desire, while sidewalks—well, there 
are people in town who say we have no 
sidewalks, and the sentiment is more 
nearly true than the avarage newspaper 
item, But roads and sidewalks cannot 
be had for nothing, and while we spend 
much on them now, the call for more is 
growing louder every year. A rigid scru- 
tiny of the expenditures in these three 
departments should be required of those 
in charge of them, and if some of the 
voters who so freely and severely criti- 
cise town affairs at all times save before 
town meeting, the one tribunal which 
can apply the checks and remedy the 
evils of mismanagement, they might give 
their wisdom a practical turn to the ad- 
vantages of the taxpayer. The town 
meeting is the place for intelligent and 
useful discussion of town affairs, and if 
there were more debate there might be 
less unwise action.

We are all apt to be struck dumb when 
in town meeting or caucus, and for the 
want of proper and intelligent leader. 
ship suffer the offices and other impor. 
tant matters to go in a loose and slip. 
shod way, all of which is wrong, This 
year there is to be elected a member of 
the board of Selectmen, a town clerk, 
and Collector of Taxes, and three mem. 
bers of the School Committee, which are 
all of great importance to the citizens 
generally. To get aman for Selectman 
who is capable of conducting the business 
of the town ina straightforward business. 
like way, who has the back-bone to do 
right, yet courteous and respectful to 
all, is no small matter and one that calls 
for careful consideration beforehand, 

Then, we have lost what I believe to 
be one of the most ‘efficient and pains. 
taking officials in Mr. Putnam, and it jg 
important that we should look carefully 
to the ability of the man who is to fill 
this office. That he be a man who can 
render fair and impartial treatment to 
all, both in the collection of taxes and 
in the other duties of the office, for he is 
the man to whom all taxes have to be 
paid, and of whom many favors of more 
or less importance are requested. He 
should be a man of mature years and 
judgment. 

Then last but not least, by any means, 
is the selection of the members of our 
School Committee. As I recall the last 
town caucus that I attended, the ‘Citi. 
zens’”’ last year, I was impressed with 
the loose manner 1n which these mem- 
bers were chosen. It seemed to me that 
all anybody had to do was to shout out 
the name of some one, and he was ge- 
lected without knowing whether or not 
he or she would accept the same, or 
whether they had any special qualifiea.

When I see the hole in the ground and 
the condition of the Abbott Village 
School and the Punchard School build- 
ing, both of which we were informed 
were to be built in a thorough manner 
for the money appropriated, I feel that 
there must have been bad _ blundering 
somewhere which calls for an explana: 

The Abbott Village school-house 
in such a tumbled up mess, the Punch- 
ard School building unfinished, and | 
understand calling for additional money 
to complete, ought to make us all pause 
and reflect on the men we are to elect 
on the School Committee. 

I believe there are many men in our 
midst who could and would give what 
we want in this respect if they were only 
looked up, but this cannot be done with- 
out fully considering the matter. As 
one of the citizens of Andover whois 
interested in the welfare of the town I 
hope the coming Citizens’ Caucus will 
see to it that we get the best man to [ill 
onr offices. This we can do if we ap- 
proach the matter,in a careful way, hav- 
ing deference to no party or to any man, 
simply because as the saying goes he is 
a good fellow.

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Importance of our Roadways. 


How TO po IT. 
No. 5. 


The taxpayer is always looking at the 
rate of taxation, and any movement look- 
ing to an increased outlay, naturally 
frightens him unless he sees a good rea- 
son for the outlay. Certain things must 
be done, others are optional, and it is 
wise to scrutinize carefully all appro- 
priations. Tables have been published 
in the TOWNSMAN showing the rate of 
taxation, and the increase from $5 per 
$1000 in 1881 to $17 per $1000 in 1890, 
falling away again to $13 per $1000 in 
1992. The cause for this ‘variation has 
also been shown. 

It will be noticed that in the last twelve 
years over $70,000 have been spent on 
buildings, a very large part of it on 
schoolhouses. The schoolhouses are 
now a credit to the town, and it is safe to 
say that for many years to come about 
$6000 can be saved in the annual appro- 
priation of the past few years from this 
cause. 

One of the curious anomalies of town 
expense as shown by the table is, that in 
1881 the street lighting eost $700 while 
the highway and bridge appropriation 
for that year was $6000. During the last 
year the lighting cost $4500, while the 
highway appropriation cost $10,000. One 
way in which the town expenses can be 
further reduced is by paying less for 
lighting when the present contract ex- 
pires, It seems absurd to spend only 
$10,000 on all of the one hundred and 
seven miles of road in town, while we 
pay $4500 for lighting, in a very imper- 
fect way, a few miles of them a portion 
of the year. The most paid under the 
system in use when the electric lights 
were adopted was $1200. The streets and 
sidewalks can be lighted for $2500 per 
year more satisfactorily than they now 
are by a return to the lamps and reflec- 
tors, and $2000 can be saved for the 
roads. : 

Another thing must not be lost sight 
of. The introduction of town water has 
shown more conclusively than ever the 
necessity for sewers. This matter must 
be grappled with and settled, at least in 
the village, before the roads are macad- 
amized. Just what to do with the sew- 
age, whether to treat it as it is and has 
been for some years at the experimental 
station in Lawrence, or to run it to the 
Merrimac river by the side of the Shaw- 
sheen must be left, with the roads, toa 
skilled engineer who can bring to the 
solution not. only intelligence, but also 
experience. 

The sewers must be provided for. It 
is high time that these important prob: 
lems were settled. How shall we do it? 

Let all the voters in town who are in- 
terested in. the progress of the town, 
and who are equally interested in cutting 
off useless expenses, who see the need of 
making our town a model one, in the 
way of roads andjin the way of health, 
meet in caucus and agree upon the course 
to pursue, and petition in the legal way 
for certain articles in the warrant, 

When the candidate for the office of 
Selectman is chosen, let him promise to 
carry out the expressed wishes of the 
town as voted in the March meeting. If 
he is not willing to do this when the 
wishes of the town are manifested, let 
him resign his position then and there. 
If the other two Selectmen who are still 
to serve one and two years are not will- 
ing to carry out the expressed wishes of 
the town, let them resign also, and let us 
have three men who will do what the 
town desires to have done. It seems to 
me to be better to put into the position 
of Selectmen, men who are capable of 
carrying out all the improvements sug- 
gested, that is, capable of selecting and 
calling to their aid such expert help as 
they need, rather than to have a sewage 
committee and a highway committee. If 
the present pay is insufficient, pay them 
more. 

Of course the question must be con- 
sidered whether to do as the town of Me- 
thuen has been doing for the past two 
years, build a few miles of road every 
year, or take the bull by the horns and 
doit allat once. If we build two miles 
of good road per year it will be eighteen 
years before they are completed. Many 
of us do not wish to wait so long. If we 
hire the money to build all the roads at 
once the annual expenditure ($10,000) 
will be the same. It is true that this 
method of road-building will continue 
this tax through a greater number of 
years, but on the other hand it will give 
us the good roads without delay, with 
the many advantages resulting from 


them. 


The attempt has been made in these 
papers to set forth plainly the impor- 
tance of good roads, good sidewalks, 
good drainage. 

There is another important issue. 
There are over 1000 voters’ in Andover. 
At the March meeting a large majority 
of these voters are present. Asitis ex- 
pected that all important town matters 
Will be discussed and settled at this meet- 
ing, in fact, that what is voted at the an- 
nual town meeting shall be the policy of 
the town for that year. 

It is well known that within the past 
few years special meetings have been 
called, at some of which not more than 
one hundred voters have practically re- 
versed the decision of the town in its full 
representation at the March meeting. 
This is legal but unfair. Let us hence- 
forth adopt the better plan of accepting 
the action of the March meeting as the 
will of the people. It really is their will.

The largest audience seen in Bartlet 
chapel during the present winter gieeted 
Rev. Dr. Washington Gladden of Colum- 
bas, O.,0n Friday evening; and an en- 
thusiastic audience, also, it proved to 
be. Dr. Gladden’s fame had prepared all 
present to expect a rich literary treat, 
and they were not disappointed. 

His subject was ‘“‘The True Socialism.” 
He began by saying that this assumed 
there was such a thing as a true Social- 
ism, but it lies somewhere between the 
popular Socialism of the day and the 
Anarchism which would abolish all gov- 
ernment. He defined these two extremes 
and then britfty’ analyzed the existing 
situation in the industrial world, as a 
contest between the House of Have and 
the House of Want. How to reconcile 
the discordant elements in society is the 
problem. There are three classes of peo- 
ple in the world: those who devote their 
energies to louking mainly after other 
people’s business, those who selfishly de- 
vote themselves to their own aggrandize- 
ment, and those who look upon their 
vocation as a social function, to be ad- 
ministered for the common welfare. The 
first class are a nuisance and do not re- 
quire special discussion; everybody dis- 
likes them, and they have no philosophi- 
cal standing. The second class are 
opposed to the spirit of the gospel,which 
is love to the neighbor equal as to self. 
A sentence from an essay by Prof. W. G, 
Sumner was taken as representing this 
theory—‘*The big duty of every man and 
every woman is to look after himself or 
herself.”’ This idea was vigorously com- 
batted by the lecturer, who said it would 
logically lead to barbarism and the ruin 
of religion. Finally he advocated the 
view of the third class, and showed how 
every employment, even the humblest, 
might be so conducted as to promote the 
general good, nor merely indirectly asa 
matter of necessity, but consciously and 
intentionally on the part of each person. 
Various illustrations of this truth were 
presented, until the most incredulous (if 
any such there were) must have been 
abundantly convinced. The speaker 
closed with a few words of exhortation 
to the thevlogical students before him, 

Dr. Gladden was the guest of Prof. 
Harris, while in town. For the past fort- 
g@iight he has been preaching and lectur- 
ing at Harvard university, and it was 
this circumstance which enabled the So 
ciety of Inquiry to secure his services on 
the occasion named.

FOR HOME RULE. 


Gladstone Presents His Long-Looked-for 
Bill in the House of Commons, 


Lonpon, Feb, 14.—The principal pro- 
visions of the home rule bill as outlined by 
Gludstone’s speech yesterday, are as fol- 
lows: To establish a legislative body in Lon- 
don, for the conduct of both legislation and 
administration in Irish,as distinct fromim- 
perial, affairs. T'o provide for the security 
of religious freedom, the safeguard of ed- 
ucation and personal freedom. To divest 
the vice royalty of its partisan character 
and make the term of office six years. To 
fiee the post of viceroy from all religious 
disability. To provide for an executive 
council of the privy council of Ireland. 
The number of members of the legisla- 
tive assembly will remain at 103, with the 
term five years. To provide for an elec- 
tive council of forty-eight, with a term of 
eight years. All appeals shall be referred 
to the privy council, constituting a near 
approach to the United States supreme 
court. The assembly shall meet the first 
Tuesday in December. To gradually re- 
duce and ultimately dispense with the 
constabulary. To retain Irish members 
in the imperial parliament, but to restrict 
their participation in strictly English 
affairs. ‘l'o officer the public departments 
in Ireland with natives, and to properly 
credit all revenues to Irelund. Yo pro- 
vide for the expenses of the Irish govern- 
ment by a liberal deduction from these 
revenues,

GENEROUS GIFTS. 


Harvard. College Receives $350,000 To- 
ward Carrying Out Cherished Plans. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 16.—The most 
welcume news which has reached Har- 
vard for some time was the announce- 
ment made yesterday of two very large 
and important bequests to the university, 
tosh by givers who wished their names to 
be withheld. 

It is very rarely that Harvard receives 
gifts which have been needed as badly as 
these, The first gift is that of a dormi- 
tory which will cost $150,000, and will be 
built especially for the accommodation of 
students of small meats. The rapid 


growth of the university and the incom- 


ing of men not able to afford the expense 
of a room outside of the college buildings, 
has made such a dormitory an absolute 
necessity, while at the same time the uni- 
versity bas had no funds wish which to 
erect the building. 

The second gift consists of a new library 


reading room, which is to be placed just 


south of the eastern end of the present 
library in Gore hall. It will be large 
enough toseat comfortably 400 persons 
at once, and large spaces will also be pro- 
vided for departmental libraries and semi- 
nary work.

A HORRIBLE FATE

The Arrangement of Leaves. 

The general arrangement of the leaves 
on limbs and stalks of trees and plants 
secures between each sufficient space to 
prevent one leaf from interfering with 
another. And not only are leaves so ar- 
ranged as to exist independently of each 
other, but in a general way they have 
taken upon themselves the forms best 
adapted to secure the maximum of sun- 
light as it is showered upon them in dif- 
ferent latitudes. At the equator, where 
the sun’s rays are vertical, we find large 
flat leaves, like those of the banana, 
plantain and the various species of the 
cactus. 

Farther north, where sunlight strikes 
at an angle, small leaves and pine 
‘‘needles” are found. Then, again, note 
the peculiarity of the Australian gum 
tree—instead of exposing their broad 
faces to the sun the edges only are so 
turned. Were it otherwise the sun 
would rob them of: all their moisture, it 
being a well known fact that the gum 
tree grows in the driest region on earth. 
—St. Louis Republic.

MEAN THAT HE FEELS SAFE. 


A Typical Scene In One of the Well Known 
“Bankers and Brokers’? Offices With 
Which the Money Center of the Metrop- 
olis Is Crowded—Currying Favor. 


In the interval between the morning 
and afternoon sessions of the Stock Ex- 
change the speculators and operators sat 
fin the broker's office studying the ques- 
tions as they had been marked up on the 
‘blackboard by a junior clerk. They spoke 
put little. Some were making mental 
calculations, some were. building air 
castles, a few were hugging themselves 
with delight because fortune wasin their 
favor, and others looked grim and en- 
‘deavored to conceal their chagrin and 
regrets at losses by the operations of the 
morning.

‘that another fling at fortune will bring 
her down never fades. But those who 
gamble daily recognize that such reason- 
jing is not sound, and where, as in Wall 
street, all the investments are based upon 
theorizing as to cause and effect, some- 
thing more than unreasoning faith in 
fortune’s favor is necessary to open the 
purse strings of its followers. These men 
were veterans, and the gambler’s passion 
was subordinated to cold calculations. 

An old but gay and sprightly man 
ame upon the scene. He was the pro- 
prietor of the office, a big broker, widely 
known and very popular. He was re- 
puted to be the possessor of great wealth. 
‘Upon his favor depended the fortunes of 
ome of the men in the chairs. Should 
‘he withdraw it at a critical moment they 
might sink out of sight overwhelmed by 
ruin, wrecks to be pointed out by the 
curious in after days as some of the ‘‘has 
beens” of Wall street. He addressed them 
on the subject of gold shipments, argu-

I can al- 
most see him struggling in the waves 
and tearing his finger nails on the glassy 
sides of the rocks against which he is 
dashed in his attempts to pull himself 
into safety. Every time that man roars 
at one of Jones’ jokes, and holds his 
sides as though they would split, I feel a 
throb of sympathy for him, for I know 
his case is very desperate. The man whv 
laughs moderately, looks knowing and 
hasa fairly contented expression has a 
fair margin up and. feels safe. But the 
man who looks at Jones with an air of 
indifference or has the courage to frown 
upon himis the object of my deepest 
envy. That man reposes on a financial 
rock so high and solid that an earth- 
quake would recoil from it. And, de- 
pend upon it, every other man in this 
place envies him too. If they dared, they 
would stroke his coat and rub shoulders 
with him in the hope of gaining luck 
thereby. 

' “IT will never forget the sensation 
caused once by a man getting up here 
and calling Jones loudly by his first 
name, That ‘William’ still rings in my 
gars.

Every 
‘one of us expected to see the rash man 
igs by a thunderbolt or consumed by

I felt my blood congeal with 
horror, and several of the others told me 
afterward that they looked for some- 
thing awful. But Jones looked as sweet

To pretend 
you don’t know Cob, (C. O. B. are the 
young gentleman’s initials wittily con- 
verted into ‘Cob.’) After the way you 
‘went for’ him at the ball last week! 
You can’t ‘stuff’ me with that kind of 
gag, Miss Innocent.” 

“Oh, is that Cob? H® must be ‘off his 
nut’ to ‘rig’ himself in such a ‘swagger’ 


way.” 
“Oh, Jen, look atCobnow! He is hor- 
ribly ‘rattled.’ Mabe (short for Mabel) 


‘slung a glance’ at him, and he lost his 
head as well as his base.” 

‘Is she ‘mashed’ on Cob?” 

‘Ha, hal ‘Pull down your vest!’ Do 
you think Mabe is ‘off her base?’ She likes 
him ‘to trot her round’ and ‘stump up the 
needful’ for ice cream, etc., but she likes 
Alf Jones better ‘all the same-ee.’ You 
can ‘bet your sweet life’ she won’t marry 
Cob.” 

“Look at him now. ‘You bet’ he’s ‘hus- 
tling!’ ” > 

“Get there, Eli!” ““Ruddigore!” ‘That 
was a ‘boss’ run!” and so on ad finitum, 
ad nauseum. All thisin a perfectly audi- 
ble voice, and they were seemingly un- 
aware that there was anything vulgar or 
out of the usual in their conversation.

SIR RICHARD OWEN’S GHOST STORY, 


{t Was Fearfully Real to the Man Who Saw 
the Severed Head Rolling In.

In his 
early days, when he held the post of sur- 
feon to the prison at Lancaster, a necro 
died in jail, and a posimortem as well as 
on inquest was necessary.

paved way. He got up, caught the bag, 
and following the head clutched it just 
as it finished its career in a small shop 
where tobacco wassold. Pushing it into 
the bag again, he vanished out of the 
shop with all the speed he was capable of. 

Next morning, when Owen was going 
to his usual duties at the prison, he was 
called in by the woman at the shop where 
the accident had occurred on the previous 
evening. She wished him to see her hus- 
band, who was very ill. He had had, she 
said, a fright the night before that caused 
him tolook wild and dazedlike. Theman, 
it turned out, was a retired sea captain 
who had been in many adventures among 
the West India islands when many deeds 
were done that did not at that time re- 
quire to be accounted for. Among these 
had been the killing of a negro in which 
he had a hand, and the transaction had 
left a touch of trouble on his conscience. 
After giving these details the old captain 
told of the horrible event that took place 
the night before. 

He was sitting in his shop. All was 
quiet, and it so chanced that he had been 
thinking of the negro, when suddenly he 
saw his Very head roll into the shop in 
front of the counter, and it was followed 
by the devil all in black, witha black bag 
in his hand, The devil snatched up the 
head, and both disappeared through the 
earth like a flash of lightning. The de- 
scription was perhaps not quite compli- 
mentary to the young anatomist, but it 
was satisfactory so far that it showed that

“By a curious coincidence,” says an 
English journal, ‘‘attention has been 
called to the existence, in very poor cir- 
cumstances, of an aged daughter of 
Theodore Hook, just at a time when a 
proposal is un foot to commemorate the 
brilliant humorist by a stained glass 
window in the porch of Fulham church, 
in the pretty ‘God’s acre’ of which he 
lies buried. Hook’s only surviving child 
has, alas! fallen on evil days, and at up- 
ward of 70 years of age finds herself in 
sorely straightened circumstances. 

“It is not, happily, our custom to allow 
the children of those who have won 
fame to suffer unaided the penalties of 
unavoidable misfortune, and it may be 
taken for granted that the same spirit of 
respect for a distinguished name which 
has led to the collection of funds for the 
memorial window and for the restora- 
tion of the famous writer’s tomb will 
secure material help to his daughter in 
her poverty and old age. So far as The- 
odore Hook himself is concerned, we 
may be quite sure that no posthumous 
honor that could be offered to him would 
compare—could he but know of it—with 
the timely aid which is asked for his in- 
digent and almost friendless daughter.”

Three fundamental aims have inspired 
my ministry among you, which I have 
constantly before me, and have regarded 
as important in the order in which I name 
them: 

Ist, The conversion of souls to Christ. 

2d, The liftiug of the standard of indi- 


| vidual and churhe life as nearly as possi- 
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ble to Christ's own level. 

3d, The obliteration of social distinc- 
tions within the church, 

The pursuit of these aims has brought 
me at times into relations which have oc- 
cusioned me keenest pain, which has 
done much to temper with sadness a life 
which has been gladdened by seeing not 
afew souls born again, by experiencing 
many kindly attentions shown to me and 
mine, and by much hearty cooperation 
in my difficult task. 

The pursuit of these aims, too, has de- 
termined the plans of my ministry. 
Many lines of effurt have been set afoot 
to be pursued so long as they seemed the 
call of the hour, and abandoned for others 
when their useful day seemed to be ovr 
What has been thought by some of you 
to be changeableness, short-lived effort, 
has, in every case, to me been a steadfast 
pursuit of these three great aims, through 
such means as the time allowed. How 
far I have succeeded in securing the ad- 
vancement of the church along these 
lines or others, I am willing, as Iam con- 
strained, to let the future show. While 
I am not conscious that in the pursuit of 
them I have ever had aselfish aim, or in- 
tentionally injured or caused grief to any 
of you, I may yet have done so uncon- 
sciously, and if I have unwittingly, I ask 
your pardon. That my ministry has been 
very imperfect Iam deeply: aware, and 
also that its results fall far short of my 
eager hopes. 

I have never until now seen that I could, 
for the best interests of the church, leave 
my place. Now it seems to me not only 
that I can, but that it will be the best 
thing for you all to prayerfully unite in 
choosing another leader. May God point 
out to you, at an early day, the man of 
His choice, and with him may you enter 
into far greater blessings as a people 
than you have received hitherto. 

My deepest regret in. going away is 
that I leave so many Whose faces are 
familiar without an assured hope in the 
Saviour, whom I have tried to urge upon 
you all. Weshall meet again, my people, 
in the great gathering God is to assemble 
for judgment. May it be my joy to meet 
you all there as friends of the Judge of 
that High Court.
